China  has  risen  as  a  major  world  apple  juice  (AJ)  producer  and  has  become  a  significant  supplier  to  the  U.S. 
market.  Last  season  (1997/98),  China  supplied  12  percent  of  total  U.S.  apple  juice  imports.  In  1993/94, 
Chinese  apple  juice  accounted  for  less  than  one  percent  of  the  U.S.  import  market.  Lower  Chinese  AJ  prices 
have  been  a  decisive  factor  in  increasing  China’s  AJ  share  in  the  U.S.  market.  With  the  help  of  foreign  firms 
supplying  the  latest  processing  technology,  China’s  share  is  expected  to  continue  growing.  In  response  to 
concerns  over  increased  AJ  imports,  the  U.S.  apple  industry  is  pursuing  an  antidumping  case  with  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce  against  foreign  suppliers  of  low-cost  apple  juice  concentrate. 

U.S.  AJ  imports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  210,000  tons,  up  13  percent  from  last  season,  based  on  higher 
imports  to  date.  U.S.  AJ  imports,  which  are  mostly  concentrated  non-frozen,  totaled  1 18,000  tons,  70/71 
degrees  brix  equivalent,  for  the  period  July  1998  through  January  1999,  up  17  percent  from  the  same  period 
last  season.  The  increase  mainly  reflects  a  continued  climb  in  imports  from  China,  which  are  running  more 
than  250  percent  ahead  of  last  season  to  date. 
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Export  Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  February  totaled  $766  million,  up  3  percent  from  the  same 
month  a  year  earlier.  Nine  out  of  the  15  categories  registered  increases.  Categories  with  the  most  significant  increases 
in  February  were  non-citrus  fresh  fruit  (up  $19.2  million  or  47  percent)  and  dried  fruit  (up  $4.2  million  or  16  percent). 
The  category  with  the  most  significant  decrease  was  wine  (down  $7.3  million  or  17  percent).  For  FY  1999  to  date 
(October  -  February),  the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $4.3  billion  -  less  than  1  percent  below  FY  1998 
during  the  same  time  period.

Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  USDA  Extends  SI  Billion  in  Credit  Guarantees  to 
South  Korea 


On  March  29,  Agriculture  Secretary  Dan  Glickman  announced  that  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  has 
authorized  $1  billion  in  GSM- 102  export  credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  products  to  South  Korea  in 
fiscal  year  1999.  “During  the  last  two  years,  in  response  to  the  global  financial  crisis  which  has  hurt  U.S. 
agricultural  exports,  the  department  has  allocated  record  levels  of  GSM  export  credit  guarantees,”  Glickman  said. 
“This  allocation  to  South  Korea  is  a  continuation  of  our  efforts  to  use  the  GSM  program  to  counter  the  adverse 
effects  of  the  global  financial  crisis  on  American  agriculture.” 

Korea  is  an  important  market  for  U.S.  horticultural  exports.  In  fiscal  year  1998,  Korea  was  the  seventh  largest 
market  for  U.S.  horticultural  exports.  U.S.  horticultural  sales  totaled  $166  million,  down  40  percent  from  1997.  As 
a  result  of  a  decline  in  U.S.  horticultural  exports  to  Korea,  USDA  has  authorized  $5  million  in  credit  guarantees  for 
horticultural  products  under  the  Korea  GSM- 102  program.  These  credit  guarantees  will  provide  Korea  with  the 
assistance  in  financing  horticultural  imports  as  it  works  to  rebuild  its  economy,  and  the  $5  million  authorization 
will  help  the  United  States  export  its  horticultural  products.  Exporters  may  apply  for  credit  guarantees  on  a  first- 
come,  first-served  basis  to  cover  sales  of  the  following  horticultural  products: 


Dried  fruit 
Fresh  fruit

raisins;  prunes;  dates;  figs;  and  apples

The  $5  million  Korea  GSM- 102  authorization  for  horticultural  products  includes  an  allocated  $3  million  and  an 
unallocated  $2  million.  The  unallocated  amount  is  to  ensure  that  credit  guarantees  are  available  throughout  the 
year  given  the  seasonality  of  horticultural  products. 


The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM- 102  program)  makes  available  financing  for  the  sales  of  U.S. 
agricultural  commodities  overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide  financing,  but  guarantees  payments  due  from  foreign 
banks.  USDA  typically  guarantees  98  percent  of  the  principal  and  a  portion  of  the  interest.  The  GSM- 102  program 
covers  credit  terms  from  90  days  to  3  years. 


Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists,  the  qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a  payment  guarantee  before  the 
date  of  export.  The  U.S.  exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on  the  dollar  amount  guaranteed,  based  on  a  schedule  of 
rates  applicable  to  different  lengths  of  credit  periods.  The  CCC-approved  foreign  bank  issues  a  dollar-denominated, 
irrevocable  letter  of  credit  in  favor  of  the  U.S.  exporter,  ordinarily  advised  or  confirmed  by  the  financial  institution 
in  the  United  States  agreeing  to  extend  credit  to  the  foreign  bank.  The  U.S.  exporter  may  negotiate  an  arrangement 
to  be  paid  as  exports  occur  by  assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution  the  right  to  proceeds  that  may  become  payable 
under  the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting  required  documents  to  that  financial  institution.  Such  documents  normally 
include  a  copy  of  the  export  report. 


If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment  as  agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may  file  a  claim  with  USDA  for 
the  amounts  due  and  covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will  pay  the  U.S.  bank  and  will  take  on  the  responsibility  of 
collecting  the  overdue  amount  from  the  foreign  bank. 
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The  table  on  page  1 1  presents  the  FY  1999  GSM- 102  programs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit  guarantees 
for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural  products  as  of  April  16,  1999.  Additional  information  about  the  GSM-102  program, 
regulations,  country  specific  press  releases  and  program  announcements,  and  a  Monthly  Summary  of  Export  Credit 
Guarantee  Program  Activity  may  be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  USDA  Extends  Credit  Guarantees  to  East  Africa 
Region 

On  April  8,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  authorized  $5  million  in  supplier  credit  guarantees  for  sales 
of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  to  the  East  Africa  Region  under  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation’s  Supplier 
Credit  Guarantee  Program  (SCGP)  for  fiscal  year  1999.  The  East  Africa  Region  includes  Kenya,  Uganda,  and 
Tanzania. 

Exporters  may  apply  for  credit  guarantees  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  to  cover  sales  of  any  of  the 
commodities  specified  in  the  GSM  list  of  commodities  published  in  FAS  program  announcement  PR  0122-99, 
issued  April  18,  1999,  or  as  superseded.  The  following  horticultural  products  are  eligible  under  the  export  credit 
guarantee  programs  for  FY  1999:  dried  fruit;  fresh  fruit;  frozen  fruit;  100  percent  fruit  juices;  canned  fruit;  fruit  and 
vegetable  concentrates,  pastes,  pulps  and  purees;  honey;  hops  or  hops  extract;  tree  nuts;  canned  vegetables;  dried 
vegetables;  wine;  and  brandy.  The  latest  commodity  program  announcement  can  be  obtained  by  accessing  the  FAS 
homepage  as  specified  below. 

The  East  Africa  Region  allocation  does  not  assign  dollar  amounts  to  any  of  the  commodities  specified  in  the  GSM 
list  of  commodities.  This  is  intended  to  provided  buyers  and  sellers  maximum  flexibility  in  arranging  the  size  of 
their  transactions  within  the  scope  of  the  overall  allocation. 

The  SCGP  is  unique  because  it  covers  short-term  financing  extended  directly  by  U.S.  exporters  to  foreign  buyers 
and  requires  that  the  importers  sign  a  promissory  note  in  case  of  default  on  the  CCC-backed  payment  guarantee. 

The  SCGP  emphasizes  high-value  and  value-added  products,  but  may  include  commodities  or  products  that  also 
have  been  programmed  under  the  GSM- 102  program. 

The  table  on  page  12  presents  the  FY  1999  SCGPs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit  guarantees  for  sales  of 
U.S.  horticultural  products  as  of  April  16,  1999.  Additional  information  about  the  SCGP,  regulations,  country 
specific  press  releases  and  program  announcements,  and  a  Monthly  Summary  of  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program 
Activity  may  be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

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World  Trade  Situation  and  Policy  Updates 


Fruit  &  Vegetable  AT  AC  Visits  Brussels,  Geneva  &  Hamburg 

Seven  members  of  the  Agricultural  Technical  Advisory  Committee  (ATAC)  for  Trade  in  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
accompanied  by  the  HTP  Deputy  Director  for  Analysis,  visited  Europe  the  week  of  March  22  on  a  fact  finding 
mission  in  preparation  for  the  next  multilateral  trade  round  which  is  scheduled  to  kick-off  later  this  year  in  Seattle. 
The  committee  members  met  with  high  level  EU  Commission  officials,  USEU/FAS  representatives,  and  trade 
association  contacts  in  Brussels;  senior  WTO,  USTR  and  FAS  officials,  including  two  meetings  with  the  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  the  WTO,  and  local  and  capital  based  delegates  from  Thailand,  South  Africa,  Canada,  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  Mexico  and  Chile  while  in  Geneva;  and  concluded  the  visit  with  meetings  with  FAS  and  U.S. 
Consulate  officials  and  leading  trade  representatives  in  Hamburg,  a  major  trading  center  for  horticultural 
commodities.  The  information  and  insights  obtained  during  the  visit  will  aid  the  committee  in  developing 
recommendations  concerning  negotiating  strategies  and  priorities  for  the  upcoming  trade  round,  particularly  relating 
to  the  EU’s  market  access  restrictions  and  its  extensive  subsidy  regime  for  the  horticultural  sector. 


Korea  Signals  Intention  to  Open  Market  to  South  Africa  Citrus 

In  a  move  which  could  create  significant  new  competition  for  U.S.  citrus  exporters,  Korea’s  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
&  Forestry  has  indicated  it  will  soon  issue  a  formal  announcement  permitting  the  entry  of  citrus  from  South  Africa, 
according  to  a  report  from  FAS/Seoul.  The  two  countries  have  reportedly  been  working  to  address  related 
phytosanitary  concerns  for  the  past  four  years.  Up  to  now,  Korea  has  sourced  much  of  its  imported  citrus  from  the 
United  States.  U.S.  citrus  exports  to  Korea  in  CY  1998  were  valued  at  $27.7  million,  with  oranges  accounting  for 
$  1 8.7  million  of  the  total. 


Increased  Competition  for  U.S.  Horticultural  Sector  from  Possible  Chile-Korea  Free  Trade 
Agreement 

In  a  recent  meeting  held  in  Geneva  involving  Fruit  &  Vegetable  ATAC  members  and  FAS  officials,  a  Chilean 
government  official  stated  that  Chile  would  soon  be  initiating  Free  Trade  Agreement  discussions  with  South  Korea. 
FAS/Seoul  subsequently  provided  information  indicating  that  representatives  from  the  two  countries  were  to  meet  in 
Seoul  April  12-14  to  exchange  information  on  the  countries’  respective  economies  and  trade  regimes  and  to  discuss 
what  sectors  a  possible  Korea-Chile  FTA  would  cover.  The  countries’  two  leaders  had  reportedly  agreed  to 
establish  an  FTA  during  bilateral  talks  which  took  place  on  the  margins  of  the  APEC  meeting  held  last  November  in 
Malaysia.  An  FTA  between  the  two  countries  would  mean  increased  competition  for  certain  U.S.  horticultural 
products  in  Korea,  as  Chile  is  a  highly  competitive  exporter  of  a  number  of  horticultural  commodities.  On  the  plus 
side,  the  counter-seasonal  nature  of  U.S.  and  Chilean  production  of  fresh  produce,  particularly  fruit,  would  help  to 
limit  some  of  the  direct  market  competition.  U.S.  horticultural  exports  to  Korea  in  CY1998  were  valued  at  $151 
million,  down  sharply  from  the  preceding  year’s  $262  million,  due  to  that  country’s  severe  economic  downturn. 

The  economic  situation  has  shown  recent  signs  of  improvement,  with  shipments  in  January  1999  up  nearly  90 
percent  from  the  previous  January  total. 
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Thailand  Opens  Market  to  Arizona  Citrus 

The  Director  General  of  Thailand's  Department  of  Agriculture  signed  a  Specific  Commodity  Understanding  on 
April  23  permitting  the  entry  of  Arizona  citrus  into  that  country.  This  caps  a  nearly  three-year  effort  by 
FAS/Bangkok,  APHIS,  HTP,  and  the  citrus  industry  to  gain  access  to  the  Thai  market.  A  key  step  in  the  approval 
process  included  a  1997  visit  by  Thai  quarantine  officials  to  Arizona,  an  activity  that  was  funded  under  the  EMO's 
Technical  Issues  Resolution  Fund.  The  states  of  California  and  Florida  were  approved  by  Thailand  several  years 
ago.  Although  the  ongoing  economic  crisis  may  limit  the  amount  of  Arizona  citrus  that  will  enter  the  market  this 
year,  industry  groups  estimate  sales  will  eventually  reach  $10-15  million  dollars  annually.  Despite  Thailand's 
relatively  high  tariffs,  the  price  of  imported  citrus  is  often  quite  competitive  with  high-priced  local  citrus,  which 
faces  high  production  costs.  Moreover,  the  superior  quality  of  U.S.  citrus  makes  it  a  better  value  for  Thai 
consumers. 
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Organic  Updates 


The  World  Market  for  Organic  Bananas' 

Organic  bananas  are  a  fairly  recent  item  to  enter  the  world  market,  and  although  they  represent  less  than  one  percent 
of  all  banana  sales,  demand  has  been  growing  at  20  to  30  percent  annually.  Major  importers  are  Germany,  France, 
the  UK,  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Japan.  Major  exporting  countries  include  the  Dominican  Republic,  Mexico, 
Honduras,  Costa  Rica,  the  Philippines,  and  Israel.  Global  imports  for  1998  are  estimated  at  27,000  tonnes  compared 
with  >1 1  million  tonnes  for  all  bananas.  A  breakout  of  imports  is  summarized  in  the  following  table.

Demand  for  organic  bananas  is  expected  to  remain  strong  and  continue  growing.  In  Europe  especially,  mainstream 
supermarkets  are  behind  the  surge  in  demand  as  they  search  for  higher  volume,  uniformity  and  a  more  constant 
supply.  However,  there  are  constraints  to  increased  production: 

•  Prevalence  of  a  pathogenic  soil  fungus  not  effectively  treatable  with  organic  methods; 

•  Higher  labor  costs,  and  cultural  requirements  more  suited  to  small  and  medium-sized  farmers  than  to  large- 
scale  growers; 

•  Difficulties  maintaining  soil  fertility  without  synthetic  fertilizers; 

•  High  costs  and  risks  during  the  transition  period  from  conventional  to  organic  production; 

•  Logistical  problems  such  as  higher  per-unit  freight  charges  due  to  low  volumes  shipped. 

Organic  Farming  in  Poland 

Currently,  about  500  farms  in  Poland  are  certified  organic  or  are  in  transition  to  organic  production  methods.  Total 
area  in  organic  production  is  about  10,000  hectares  (24,700  acres)  or  0.3%  of  Poland’s  total  arable  land.  The 
average  organic  farm  is  12-15  hectares  (30-37  acres),  which  is  slightly  larger  than  the  average  conventional  farm, 
although  organic  farms  larger  than  100  hectares  (247  acres)  do  exist. 


1  This  analysis  reflects  information  from  “The  Market  for  ‘ Organic ’  and  ‘Fair  Trade'  Bananas,”  FAO,  February  1999 
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Three  organizations  certify  organic  production  in  Poland:  Ekoland,  the  Polish  Association  of  Organic  Farming,  and 
ROL-EKO.  Currently,  certification  by  Polish  organizations  is  not  accepted  for  exports  destined  for  the  EU.  Since 
1991,  Dutch  certifier  SKAL  has  certified  some  Polish  farms,  and  negotiations  have  begun  with  French  and  Germany 
certifiers  to  provide  this  service.  Observers  believe  there  is  potential  for  organics  to  grow  in  Poland,  particularly  to 
supply  the  EU  market,  but  improvements  are  needed  in  volume  produced,  packaging  and  marketing.  So  far,  exports 
have  consisted  of  black  currants,  strawberries,  onions,  dried  vegetables,  chicory-grain  coffee,  and  frozen  fruits  and 
vegetables  to  Germany  and  the  Netherlands. 

The  government  of  Poland  supports  organic  agriculture  with  subsidies  that  cover  the  cost  of  certification  (US$25- 
75).  This  year,  a  new  subsidy  will  assist  existing  and  transitioning  producers  at  the  rate  of  US$16-24  per  acre). 
Organic  legislation,  patterned  on  existing  EU  regulations,  is  being  developed.

Organics  in  Brazil 

Starting  from  a  small  base,  Brazil’s  organic  production  has  grown  at  a  rate  of  20%  over  the  last  two  years  according 
to  industry  sources.  About  10%  of  Brazil’s  total  cultivated  area  (50  million  hectares,  or  124  million  acres)  is  under 
“alternative”  agricultural  production  methods,  but  less  than  100,000  hectares  (247,000  acres)  are  certified  organic 
and  in  commercial  production  now.  Brazilian  farmers  are  becoming  more  interested  in  organics  for  several  reasons: 
the  high  cost  of  agricultural  chemicals  (Brazil  imports  about  half  of  what  they  use);  the  lower  costs  associated  with 
organic  production  methods;  organic  premiums  that  can  range  20-50%  above  conventional  prices;  burgeoning 
consumer  demand  for  organic  products  at  home  and  overseas;  and  concerns  about  the  environment. 

Brazil’s  major  organic  exports  are  soybeans,  sugar  and  frozen  concentrated  orange  juice  (FCOJ).  Projected 
production  of  organic  soybeans  for  the  1999/00  season  is  7,000  metric  tons,  up  nearly  120%  from  the  previous  year. 
Major  markets  are  Germany  and  Japan.  Organic  sugar  exports  for  1999  are  expected  to  total  4,000  metric  tons  in 
1999.  Company  officials  claim  that  this  represents  one  third  of  the  world  market  for  organic  sugar.  Organic  orange 
production  grew  233%  from  1998/99  production  levels  of  450  thousand  40.8-kilogram  boxes  to  an  estimated  1.5 
million  boxes  for  the  1999/00  marketing  year.  The  organic  orange  crop,  which  is  produced  by  400  small  farmers 
and  represents  5%  of  the  national  orange  production,  is  destined  for  the  EU  market  in  the  form  of  FOJC.  Other 
exports  include  palm  oil,  tobacco,  coffee,  fruit  pulp,  malt  and  dried  beans. 

Domestic  demand  for  organic  products  is  beginning  to  expand  as  well.  Approximately  80%  of  the  organic  food 
sold  in  Brazil  moves  through  supermarkets,  and  items  in  highest  demand  are  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  and 
refrigerated  processed  foods.  American  organic  products  are  virtually  unknown  in  Brazil  as  most  organic  imports 
come  from  the  EU  and  Argentina. 

In  October  1998,  the  Brazilian  government  published  proposed  organic  national  standards.  The  final  version  is 
expected  to  be  released  soon.

Outlook  for  Concentrated  Apple  Juice  Production  and  Trade 

in  Selected  Countries 


Production  of  apple  juice  (AJ)  in  selected  countries  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  680,000 
tons  (70/71  degrees  brix  equivalent),  down  2  percent  from  the  previous  season’s 
output.  While  production  in  1998/99  in  the  United  States  is  forecast  to  increase  6 
percent,  Polish  AJ  output  is  estimated  at  about  138,000  tons,  down  5  percent  from  last 
season.  The  United  States  and  Poland  are  the  largest  AJ  producing  countries,  each 
accounting  for  about  20  percent  of  selected  country  annual  output.  Exports  of  AJ 
from  selected  countries  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  557,000  tons,  4  percent  below  last 
season’s  shipments,  due  primarily  to  expected  reduced  exports  from  Poland.  U.S.  AJ 
exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  to  decrease  for  the  third  consecutive  season.  Reduced 
U.S.  output,  weak  international  demand,  and  large  world  supplies  of  lower  priced 
Chinese  product  have  hampered  U.S.  AJ  shipments  in  recent  years.  Imports  are 
estimated  to  increase  13  percent  to  210,000  tons. 


Northern  Hemisphere 

United  States 

U.S.  AJ  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  140,000  tons,  up  6  percent  from  the  1997/98  record  low  output,  based  on 
a  record  apple  crop  and  processing  in  Washington  state.  However,  the  1998/99  U.S.  AJ  production  forecast  is  5  percent 
below  the  1 993/94- 1 997/98  five-season  production  average.  Low  prices  for  juice  apples  in  recent  years  have  hampered 
AJ  production  in  some  major  apple  processing  states,  such  as  Michigan,  California,  and  New  York.  Normally,  between 
40  and  45  percent  of  Michigan’s  apples  for  processing  are  directed  to  the  juice  and  cider  industries  compared  with  70 
percent  in  California  and  40  percent  in  New  York. 

U.S.  AJ  imports  in  1 998/99  are  forecast  at  2 1 0,000  tons,  up  1 3  percent  from  last  season,  based  on  higher  imports  to  date. 
U.S.  AJ  imports,  which  are  mostly  concentrated  non- frozen,  totaled  1 18,000  tons,  70/71  degrees  brix  equivalent,  for 
the  period  July  1998  through  January  1999,  up  17  percent  from  the  same  period  last  season.  The  increase  mainly 
reflects  a  sharp  climb  in  imports  from  China,  which  are  running  more  than  250  percent  ahead  of  last  season.  In  recent 
years,  China  has  become  a  major  world  apple  juice  producer  and  a  significant  supplier  to  the  U.S.  market.  Significantly 
lower  Chinese  AJ  prices  have  resulted  in  increasing  China’s  AJ  share  in  the  U.S.  market.  According  to  Census  Bureau 
data,  import  prices  for  Chinese  product  have  decreased  from  an  average  of  $  1 .40  per  gallon,  single  strength  equivalent, 
in  1 997,  to  67  cents  per  gallon  in  1 998.  Other  countries,  such  as  Hungary,  Chile,  and  Argentina,  have  also  lowered  their 
prices,  presumably  in  an  effort  to  maintain  their  share  of  the  American  market  in  order  to  compete  with  lower-priced 
Chinese  product.  In  response  to  concerns  over  increased  AJ  imports,  the  U.S.  apple  industry  is  pursuing  an  antidumping 
case  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  against  foreign  suppliers  of  low-cost  apple  juice  concentrate.  Reportedly, 
several  U.S.  apple-juice  processing  plants  have  been  forced  to  cease  operations,  including  plants  in  North  Carolina  and 
New  York,  because  of  the  lower  priced  imports. 

On  the  other  hand,  U.S.  AJ  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  to  decrease  for  the  third  consecutive  season  to  6,000  tons, 
23  percent  below  1997/98  shipments.  Major  customers  will  likely  continue  to  be  Canada  and  Japan. 
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Poland 


Poland  is  the  one  of  the  world’s  leading  AJ  producing  and  exporting  countries.  Poland’s  AJ  production  in  1998/99  is 
forecast  at  138,000  tons,  5  percent  below  the  1997/98  output,  mainly  due  to  a  smaller  apple  crop.  In  recent  years, 
profitability  of  AJ  production  has  encouraged  many  growers  to  switch  to  varieties  more  productive  and  profitable  for 
processing.  Moreover,  increased  investment  in  processing  is  expected  to  boost  Polish  AJ  production  in  the  coming 
years. 

Exports  of  Polish  AJ  in  1998/99  are  forecast  at  120,00  tons,  1 1  percent  below  1997/98  shipments,  reflecting  lower 
export  supplies.  Most  Polish  AJ  production  is  exported  (about  95  percent)  to  neighboring  countries.  Germany  is  by 
far  the  leading  customer  normally  accounting  for  more  than  80  percent  of  total  Polish  AJ  exports.  Traditionally,  most 
Polish  AJ  exported  to  Germany  is  reprocessed  and  re-exported  to  the  United  States. 


Southern  Hemisphere 

Argentina 

Argentine  production  of  AJ  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  77,000  tons,  up  12  percent  from  1997/98.  More  apples  are 
expected  to  be  processed  this  season  reflecting  a  larger  fresh  crop  and  expected  improved  juice  prices.  Argentina  is  the 
leading  AJ  producer  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere.  An  estimated  80  percent  of  Argentina's  processed  apples  go  to  AJ, 
15  percent  for  cider,  and  5  percent  dried  or  processed  into  jams,  vinegar,  and  other  products.  There  are  17  apple 
processing  plants  in  Argentina,  which  operate  year  round.  However,  80  percent  of  the  processing  is  done  February-May 
and  20  percent  during  the  rest  of  the  year  from  cold-storage  fruit.  Rio  Negro  and  Neuquen  are  the  major  Argentine  CAJ 
producing  provinces. 

Argentina  is  the  third  largest  AJ  exporter  for  selected  countries  following  Germany  and  Poland.  Exports  of  AJ  in 
1998/99  are  forecast  at  68,000  tons,  practically  unchanged  from  last  season’s  shipments.  The  United  States  is 
Argentina’s  major  AJ  market,  accounting  for  more  than  90  percent  of  total  shipments.  U.S.  imports  of  Argentine  AJ 
from  July  1998  through  January  1999,  however,  are  running  23  percent  below  shipments  during  the  same  period  last 
season. 

Chile 

Chile’s  AJ  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  at  30,500  tons,  down  almost  20  percent  from  the  1997/98  output.  Low 
international  prices  for  concentrated  apple  juice  will  likely  slow  Chilean  AJ  production,  which  is  mainly  directed  to  the 
export  market.  There  are  six  juice  processing  plants  in  Chile  with  excess  production  capacity.  Traditionally,  apples  not 
suitable  for  the  fresh  export  market,  are  processed  into  apple  juice. 

Chilean  AJ  exports  in  1998/99  are  forecast  to  decrease  17  percent  to  30,000  tons.  The  United  States  is  Chile's  largest 
CAJ  export  market  (accounting  for  more  than  70  percent  of  total  export  sales),  although  the  importance  of  other  markets, 
such  as  Japan,  Canada,  and  Australia  has  been  increasing.  Only  small  amounts  of  AJ  are  consumed  domestically, 
principally  single-strength  type.

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Canned  Deciduous  Fruit  Situation 
in  Selected  Countries 


For  the  last  two  years  world  production  and  exports  of  all  canned  fruit  have 
been  below  the  previous  five  year  average  due  to  unfavorable  weather 
conditions  in  Europe.  Production  of  canned  fruit  in  selected  countries  for 
1998/99  is  forecast  at  1.48  million  tons  up  5  percent  from  last  year's 
estimated  output  of  1 .41  million  tons.  Increased  canned  fruit  production  in 
Greece  and  South  Africa  more  than  offset  lower  output  in  Spain,  Italy  and 
the  United  States.  However,  exports  of  all  canned  fruit  are  forecast  to 
decline  by  1  percent  to  802,871  tons,  due  to  lower  than  average  supplies 
of  canned  pears,  canned  apricots  and  canned  fruit  mixtures.  Lower  canned 
fruit  exports  from  South  Africa,  Spain  and  Italy  are  expected  to  more  than 
offset  expanded  canned  peach  exports  from  Greece.  U.S.  canned  peach 
supplies  are  expected  to  be  up  slightly  in  1998/99,  as  larger  beginning 
stocks  offset  smaller  U.S.  production.  U.S.  canned  peach  exports  in 
1998/99  are  forecast  to  increase  sharply. 


Regional  and  Country  Highlights 

Unfavorable  weather  conditions  reduced  production  of  canning  fruit  throughout  Europe.  The  poor  growing  conditions 
not  only  reduced  the  size  of  the  crop  but  also  reduced  the  quality.  Peaches,  which  recently  comprised  about  70  percent 
of  total  European  canned  fruit  output  fell  to  about  for  64  percent.  As  a  result  of  the  poor  quality  and  sourcing  of  less 
expensive  inputs  by  two  leading  canners,  Greek  output  of  canned  mixtures  increased  from  1,800  tons  to  7,500  tons. 
In  Italy,  the  unfavorable  weather  conditions  put  additional  pressure  on  domestic  canners  already  facing  rising  costs  and 
increasing  competition  from  Greece  and  South  Africa.  Imports  from  South  Africa  have  increased  due  to  favorable 
exchange  rates. 

South  African  canned  fruit  exporters  continue  to  be  competitive  because  of  the  constant  devaluation  of  the  Rand  against 
all  major  currencies.  Since  1995  the  Rand  has  devalued  against  the  dollar  from  R3.63  per  dollar  to  R6.24.  Without 
considering  inflation,  these  devaluations  reduce  the  price  of  South  African  canned  fruit  by  42  percent.  South  Africa 
has  recently  negotiated  but  has  not  yet  signed  a  Free  Trade  Agreement  with  the  EU.  The  Agreement , which  would  enter 
into  force  next  January,  should  benefit  the  South  African  canned  fruit  industry.  The  EU  would  grant  South  Africa  a 
global  tariff  rate  quota  of 40,000  tons  on  imports  of  canned  peaches,  pears  and  apricots,  1 8,000  tons  of  imports  of  fruit 
mixtures  and  2,000  tons  of  tropical  fruit  mixtures.  EU  duties  on  canned  peaches,  pears  and  apricots  which  currently 
range  between  1 9  and  22  percent,  and  duties  on  fruit  mixtures  which  range  between  1 0  and  1 3  percent  would  be  reduced 
by  50  percent  for  the  quota  amount.  South  Africa  will  be  the  only  country  receiving  preferential  treatment  for  these 
products. 

Excellent  weather  conditions  boosted  Chilean  production  of  canning  fruits  in  1 998/99.  However,  exports  of  both  canned 
peaches  and  canned  mixed  fruits  are  expected  to  decline,  reflecting  sluggish  demand  in  Asia  and  Latin  America.  Due 
to  growing  competition  from  subsidized  Greek  exports,  the  Chilean  industry  is  seeking  to  expand  its  share  of  the 
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Brazilian  market  by  enlarging  its  Mercosur  quota.  Under  the  current  quota,  Brazil  allows  3,000  cases  of  canned  fruit 
to  enter  under  a  reduced  duty  rate  of  7  percent.  The  full  duty  is  28  percent.  Chile  is  seeking  to  expand  the  quota  to 
500,000  cases.  However  Brazil  is  also  the  largest  market  for  Argentine  canned  peaches  and  any  changes  to  the  quota 
will  most  likely  accommodate  Argentina  too.  During  the  last  three  calendar  years  Greece  dominated  Brazil’s  canned 
peach  import  market  accounting  for  two  thirds  of  the  value  of  imports  from  all  origins.  Argentina’s  market  share  of 
Brazilian  imports  increased  from  19  to  33  percent  while  Chile’s  market  share  declined  from  10  to  less  than  1  percent. 
Chile’s  principal  export  markets  are  Mexico,  Peru,  Colombia,  Ecuador  and  Argentina. 

Argentina’s  canned  peach  production  increased  45  percent  over  the  last  two  years  due  to  new  plantings  of  improved 
varieties  and  the  introduction  of  modem  technology  which  has  greatly  improved  efficiency  and  yields.  Unlike  Chile, 
however,  most  of  Argentina’s  production  is  destined  for  domestic  consumption.  Thus,  imports  have  declined 
dramatically  while  exports  have  only  marginally  increased.  Brazil  is  the  only  country  that  Argentina  exports  to 
consistently. 

Australian  production  and  export  of  all  canned  fruits,  peaches,  pears,  mixed  fruit  and  apricots  has  been  remarkably 
consistent  for  the  last  four  years.  Low  yielding  trees  are  being  replaced  with  new  varieties,  a  depreciating  Australian 
dollar  helps  keep  exports  competitive,  inefficient  canners  are  leaving  the  business  while  antidumping  duties  on 
subsidized  competition  from  Greece  and  China  have  been  either  removed  or  reduced  and  the  promotion  of  “snack 
packs”  and  production  of  “natural  fruit”  packed  in  fruit  juice  rather  than  in  syrup  has  helped  maintain  domestic 
consumption. 

U.S.  canned  peach  production  in  1998/99  is  forecast  down  nearly  4  percent  due  to  freeze  damage  and  late  bloom.  Total 
U.S.  supplies  though  may  be  the  same  as  last  year  due  to  large  carryover  stocks.  U.S.  canned  peach  exports  to  date 
(June  1998-  February  1999)  are  64  percent  above  shipments  during  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Expanded  sales  to 
Europe  and  Mexico  are  the  reason  for  this  growth.
